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ELIHU ROOT,RETIRED, REVIEWS HIS WORK AS SECRETARY OF WAT 


He Says the American Nation Has Proved Its A bility 
Practical Independence Some Day for the Ph

NEW YORK, Feb. 6—“What should I 
do without Mr. Root?” cried President 
McKinley when the political and adminis- 
trative problems growing out of the Span- 
ish war pressed hare upon him. “The coun- 


try will never understand how much itt 
owes to his genius for constructive adadmin- 
istration.”’ 

And now, after nearly five years’ work as 
secretary of state—wielding, at times, au- 
tocratic power over 9,000,000 American sub- 
jects in the Philippines and Porto Rico, 
not to speak of 1,575,000 persons nm Cuba— 
and with the whole military force of the 

' United States doubled and reorganized un- 
der_a new system, Mr. Root is in New York 
once more, a practising lawyer. Such is the 
flexibility of life in the greatest of re- 
publics, 


A Practice Worth 
$100,000 a Year. 


The corporation lawyer, turned states- 
man, is a corporation lawyer again. There 
is money in the practice of law—$100,000 a 
year, perhaps, for a man like Mr. Root — 
while a seat in the Cabinet pays only $8,000 
a year. Besides, Mr. Root is to be pres- 
ident of the New York Bar Association. 
A glittering escort of cavalry teok him 
from the building in which he earned re- 
nown a6 a servaint of the people to the train 
that brought him back to his enmillioned 
private clients. 

I saw him in his office yesterday. A 
small, compact, trim man, precise in man- 
ner, cool and sane in conversation, He has 
a “square’’ head and a wide brow, straight 
nose; strong. round chin; dark, strafght- 
forward eyes, and a straight mouth, shaded 
by a small iron-gray moustache. A wen on 
the left cheek gives a touch of adventure 
to a countenance singularly devoid of ec- 
centricity. His dress fs plain ati formal. 
There is an austere politeness about him 
that is not surprising when it is remem- 
bered that his father was a professor of 
mathematics. 

When he speaks on serious subjects Mr. 
Root drops his head slightly on one side 
and utters his thoughts slowly, pausing oc- 
casionally to get the right word. The grav- 
ity of his character is obvious. The ‘serious 
eyes, almost melancholy face and thought- 
ful mouth bespeak habitual meditation ana 
a sleepless sense of responsibility. He is 
the careful lawyer, hard-thinking, slow of 
speech, alert and exact. 

This is the man who has shown what an 
American corporation lawyer is capable of 
when he abandons the.private. pursuit of 
wealth and seeks his reward in public hon- 
or. It was his clear brain, untiring indus- 
try and patience that steered the McKinley 
and Roosevelt administrations through 


many pertis. Both Presidents acknowledge! 
their debt to him. 


The Secret of 


Great Success. 

He was born in Clinton, Oneida County, 
in 1845. His father, Oren Root, was profes- 
sor of mathematics in Hamilton College. A 
few years ago Mr. Root spent $31,000 on a 
memorial to his father’s memory, the Root 
Hall of Science of Hamilton College. The 
son was like his sire, studious, precise and 
close-mouthed. 

He attended his father's college, was 
valedictorian of his class at the age of 139, 
was a teacher in the Rome Academy at %, 
became a lawyer at 22, had a large corpora- 
tion practice in New York at 30 and was 
the unsuccessful candidates for judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas at 3. 

In 1883, when 88 years old, he was ap- 
pointed United States district attorney for 
the ‘Southern District, New York, and in 
1894 was a delegate-at-large to the state 
constitutional convention, being chairman 
of the judiciary committee. He was also 
chairman of the New York county Republi- 
can committee. 

Mr. Root served as vice-president of the 
New York Bar ‘Association and as president 
of the New England Society and the Union 
League and Republican Clubs. 

When public opinion drove Secretary of 
War Alger from office at the close of the 
Spanish war, President McKinley appoint- 
ed Mr. Root to succeed him. He was re- 
appointed by President Roosevelt. 

. “Btudy a thing till you positively master 
it’’ wag his advice to a friend seeking for 
the secret of success. 

“But how did you manage to get the 
army reorganization bill adopted after so 
many secretaries of war had failed to se- 
cure a change?’’ 

“I made the United States army my 
client and served it as I would any other 
client.’’ 

Mr. Root is not fond of talking through 
the newspapers, and it must not be 
thought that what he said to one yesterday 
about the great events of his official life 
was without prompting. 


Cuban Problem His 
Most Difficult One. 


“The last six years of our national his- 
tory proves that the American people pos- 
sess the governing power,’ he said. ‘I do 
not refer to our capacity for dealing with 
matters that affect us alone, but the gov- 
erning power which has been so strongly 
displayed by the English. Our ability to 
administer the affairs of alien peoples is! 
as great as that of Englishmen, and, so I 
believe, we are even more acceptable.» In 
the Philippines, Porto Rico and Cuba we 
have met and solved many problems that

seem to have lost the power to govern. 
We have solved and are still solving these 
problems in harmony with our own ideals. 


“The most difficult problem I had to deal 
with as secretary of war was how to with- 
draw our forces from Cuba without mak- 
ing matters worse than they were before 
the war with Spain, without leaving the 
island an easy prey to some other nation 
and a future basis for attack upon us. To- 
day Cuba. har shown stability. I believe 
that her future is secure. She may, and 
probably. will, detetiorate, but? ‘tie ” Piatt 
amendment is her sheet anchor.

Another 
important thing is that there were fn the 
island 30,000 Cubans who had become Amer- 
ican citizens when we withdrew. 


'‘How to get out of Cuba? Tha‘ was the 
puzzling question. There were two opinions 
in the United States. One was that we 
should annex the island. That idea was 
hhever serfously entertained by the govern- 
ment. The other opinion was that we 
should withdraw from Cuba at once. But 
the Cubans had no governmental experi- 


ence. They had no orgariaztion; they wére i 


ignorant of the simplest of administration 
matters. We had to create an organization 
and train it; otherwise there would have 
been chaos and probably foreign interyen- 
ticn. For years we rah along the edge of 


what actually occurred in the Phillippines. 
and I was in constant fear of news that 
American soldiers had fired on a Cuban 
mob and that we had war on our hands. 
But we had to stick to our work. We 
turned up the entire personnel of the Cu- 
ban government and handed it over in 
working order. It only needed President 
Estrada—who lived so long in Orange coun- 
ty that American ideas and meihods were 
second nature to him—to make the govern- 
ment complete and staple. 


The Future of 
the Philippines. 


It is no easy task to create « sound gov 
ernmental system for a people who are 
without experience and who do not know the 
necétsary limitations of power-—-the com- 
mon fault of Spanish-American peoples. 
Why, even after the Cuban Republic was 


| established and we sent our draft of the 


reciprocity treaty to Havatia we could not 
get them to act. Matters dragged on and 
on and on It was not that they did not 
want to act. They did not know what to 
do. They were without experience or pre 
cédent. At last wa had to send Tasker 
Bliss, the military officer who had had 
oharge of their custom-houses, to teach 
them how to propose objections and coun- 
ter-proposals; in other words, to put their 
case before our government in a pructical 
way. So we managed to get a treaty: which 
they and we were willing to sign. 

“And the Philippines, Mr. Root—what ifs 
ta be their future?” 


‘YT believe that we shall in time grant @ 
practical independence ‘to the Philippines— 
that they will have the same relationship 
to this country that Cuba has.” 

“Do you think that Philippine independ- 
nece is already in sight?” 

“That depends on what ‘in sight’ means.” 

“Have the Filipinos shown sufficient un- 
derstanding of the requirements and obliga-' 
tions of civilized government and sufficient 
administrative and political ability and sta- 
bility to prove their capacity for self-gov- 
ernment?” 

“Tl pbelleve that a sufficient number of 
Filipinos have shown those qualities to 
warrant the prediction that the body of the 
people will develop them in time.” 

“Has your experience as secretary of 
war convinced you that they are adaptable 
to republican institutions?” 

“Tt has. When we took possession of the 
Philippines the people were headed straight 
for a dictatorship. Mabini's revelations 
have exploded the idea that Aguinaldo’ was 
an Oriental Gearge Washington. The truth 
is that he was selfish and mercenary and 
that his personal ambitions wére lacgely 
concerned in the confiscation of sthe lands 
of the friars.”’

“Do you believe that the future diviliza- 


} thon of the Philippines wiil run along the 
lines of American civilization?’ 

“No; it will more probably be ‘Asiatic in 
its character. The influence af Japan is 
likely tobe felt in the archipelago. All 
brown men are proud of Japan and her 
progress. The Filipinos, when independent, 
will take Japanese civilization as their 
model, I think.’

How the Filipinos 
Were Subdued. 


“Looking back at the past, do you think 
we were wise in taking the Philippines 
from Spain?’ 

“Well’—Mr. HRoct balf closed his eyes 
und epoke with great déliberation—"if I 
had been in Washington when the treaty 
of Paris was being negotiated, and if I had 
foreseen the =~ struggle (@ratitication 
aud the war that followel it, I wottld 
probably have said. ‘Don't take the Piilip- 
pines.’ ‘ 

“But when we had the islands, when we 
assumed fesponsibility, we had to have 
authority. We had tw kill the natives and 
burn their ‘shacks beeause they were kill- 
ing us. The difficulty was to convince 
them that we meant what we said ut 
personal liberly, to perstade thern (that they 
were not simply changing masters. 

“It seemed to me for a while as though 
the armed conflict would permanently 
alienate the people and that we would 
eventually face to face with the question 
of exer our. authority by force, of 
hclding the iptnos down by our bayonets 
—a policy that the American people could 
hot have endured. But the remedy was 
appl through the second Philippine com- 
mission and its detailed fnstructions. 

“The governmental authority of the com- 
missioners followed the army closely. As 
rapidly as peace was established in a dis- 
trict the commission took charge of it. In 
the order was restored, and it needed 
only thé stroke of a pen to provide civil 
government tor the Philippines. Natives 
were placed in office wherever possible. The 
movement toward self-government was be- 
gun. On the whole, 1 think that we have 
helped ourselves and have helped the Fili- 


nos.

‘"T think that our trade will increase as 
the processes of civilization go on in_ the 
istands, and, particularly if the tariff on 
Philippine goods is reduced.

. tn cruising In emall power boats, no more 
beautiful trip could be conwiered than 
make his way to St. Louis from. points 
York particularly, through the

via Ohio River to Miissis- 


to go to the Fair in small power-driven 
.boats. They will make the trip by way 
of the canals and rivers that offer the 
shortest water route to St. Louis. 

There are many reasons why a delight- 
ful route of this kind should be taken by 
those who have the time, inclination and 
the boat. The canals through New York 
state, Illinois and Ohio offer many pleas- 
ant features. The country through which 
they pass is undulating and picturesque. 
One will escape dusty roads and will not, 
have to exhaust one’s self pedaling, nor be 
shut up in a close parlor car, but will 
be one's own master. The waterways are 
open to all. Nothing is better suited to 
small power-driven craft. 

For those who own boats from # to 80 
feet long and properly equipped, the trip 
will be one of comfort and pleasure. The 
waterways are cool, the country bordering 
them fertile. The undertaking will require 
at least a fortnight, but every moment 
will repay the voyage. It has advantages 
over every other means of reaching the 
Fair city by those who are not pressed for 
time. 


Will Make a 
Delightful Trip. 


From the very beginning the Hudson 
river will delight the city with its beau- 
tiful west shore, where the Palisades of 
New Jersey and the Catskill mountains 
tower straight above it for miles, and 
all through a panorama on both sides 
of the river the traveler will come in 
close touch with scenery of living beauty 
from the Bartholdi statue to Albany. 

At this city we enter the first lock of the 
Erie canal, by which means the trip west 
will be begun, or, continuing along the 
Hudson as far as Troy, it will be just as 
convenient to enter the locks there.

The syndicate, which is backed by New 
York capital, is preparing to provide the 
Filipinos with.an up-to-date trolley system 
with modern improvements and as good 4s 
that in any American cities. Two hundred 
cars are now being built and are to be 
shipped to Manila in the next three months, 

The manugement of the Philippine elec- 
tric cars will be looked after by Richard 
T. Laffin. Mr. Laffin was selected by the 
New York syndicate because of his experi- 
ence in street railroading in New England. 
He resigned the position. of president and 
|general manager of the Worcester Consol- 
idated Street railroad to accept the position 
of general mangager of tne Philippine 
Street railroad at a salary of $40,000 a year, 
under a contract é¢xtending over a ‘period 
of five years. 

The rise of “Dick” Laffin is one of the 
interesting stories of the street railroad 
world. Fifteen years ago he was a con- 
ductor on a street car at Lynn, Mass., at a 
salary of $1.50 a day; he became successive- 
ly driver, switchman, inspector and master 
mechanic, and five years ago manager of 
the railroad at Worcester. He succeeded in 
syndicating all the competing lines and 
created the Worcester Consolidated. His 
briliant success there attracted wide- 
spread attention and he was offered many 
opportunities to come to New York. He 
declined all offers, however, until the 
tempting one as manager of the Philippine 
roads, with a salary almost equal to that 
of the President of the United States, was 
offered to him. 

He sailed from San Francisco last week, 
and expects to be transporting the Filipinos 
in his electric cars by next fall.

All of the purchases 
made by Sully Friday netted him a heavy 
loss at today’s figures, 
about $3.50 per bale.

to have said to Mr. Gates when the bull 
campaign was’ explained. 

Mr. Gates went ahead, formed his pool 
and, about two weeks ago, started in to 
buy ' stocks on a scale that took the breath 
of Wall street away. 

On one day’s trading over 400.900 shares 


of stock were cleaned through Gates’ firm. ¥ 


On each of several successive days, the 
firm's purchases were said to total] 125,000 
shares. 

After an immense’ amount had been 
bought, Mr. Gates, it is said, discovered 
that the certificates for several large 
blocks of stock bore the name of James 
Stillman.

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10S ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 6.—Jealousy 
prompted Marguerito Rios to stab to death 
his rival, Manuel Grijalva, and with the 
bloody stiletto still in his hand to pursue 
with murderous intent the object of his 
affections and his sister-in-law, both of 
whom effected their escape by running. 

The tragedy took place on the Neff ranch, 
about two miles from Inglewood. After 
the stabbing Rios ran off in an easterly 
direction. A Mexican answering his de- 
scription was seen about an hour later 
at Hyde Park and then word was received 
by Sheriff White that the assassin had 
been captured by Deputy. Sheriff Harry 
Wilson at Clearwater. 
Rios was one of a gang of 10 men who 
for the last three weeks have been engaged 
in clearing off gum trees from 20 acres of 
land belonging to Mra. Bangs on the Neff 
ranch. The gang is camped out in tents 
about 400 yards from the farm buildings on 
the ranch. One of these tents was shared 
by Juan Grijalva, a cousin of the murdered 
man and foreman of the gang, and his 
wife and two children, Marguerito Rios 
and Kate Lopez, the Mexican woman who 
was the cause of Rios’ jealousy. 
Rios is a married man, but separated 
from his wife, whom he left in Colorado 
She is a sister of the wife of Juan Grijal- 
va. He was talking with the Lopes woman 
and had perstaded her to live with him. 
The Grijalvas wanted her for Manuel 
Grijalva, and after two days Kate Lopez 
told Rios that she had transferred her af- 
fections to Manuel. Rios tried to per- 
suade her not to give him up, but the 
combination against him was too strong 
and he left the.camp, swearing vengeance.

When he left the camp near Inglewood 
Rios went to Clegrwater. Afbout noon 
Juan Grijalva was in Los Angeles, and as 
he stepped on a Redondo car he noticed 
that Rios was a passenger on the car. No 
communication of any kind took place be- 
tween the two men on the passage out, 
and when they alighted from the car to 
make their way over to the camp the fore- 
man hastened on ahead of Rios. 

The latter made his way over to a 
shack rudely built out of the branches of

| SOLITARY CONFINEMENT 


Tragic Story of Her Life Before and 


After. Conviction—Mrs. Ayer’s 
Interview With Her. 


BY PAUL WEST. 


Mrs. Maybrick is virtually free! 

Fifteen years after the doors of iAyles- 
bury prison first closed behind her they 
have openéa again, and this frail woman 
with a “face an absolute blank except for 
a terrible sort of dumb protest in each fea- 
ture’ is bidden stretch forth her arms to 
the sunlight and breathe into her lungs 
the free air of England. Merciful Justice! 
For Mrs. Maybrick was sentenced to death, 
be it remembered; but Justice changed its 
mind and made her sentence Imprisonment 
for life. And now, instead of claiming its 
due, it tells her to go free, after only 15 
years of expiation for her crime. 

The announcement of this American wom- 
an’s release from prison was glad news for 
many Americans. At the same time, their 
joy was tempered with a feeling of resént- 


- ment’ toward the sort of justice that has 


rermmained deaf to all pleadings in her be- 
half ever since’ the day they led her to a 
cell protesting her innocence. Ceaseless ef- 
forts have been made by this country’s 
most eloquent citizens to obtain for Mrs. 


’ Miaybrick, during her life as a prisoner in 


Aylesbury, at least the consideration that 


. would have been shown any one convicted 


as she was, had the trial been held in this 
country. Not a few resent the way in 
which the English government received the 
protests and supplications of such men‘and 
women as James G. Blaine, Gail Hamilton, 
President and Mrs. Harrison, President and 

. Cleveland, Secretary of State Hay and 
Ambassador Choate, especially the last 
last named. 


‘ James Maybrick’s Death. 


When on the last y of July, 1889, the 
trial of Florence Maybrick began at Liver- 
pool for the murder of her brutal husband, 
James Maybrick, intense interest was cre- 
ated among Americans. Mrs. Maybrick was 
an American girl, 26 years old. Her husband 


“thad been 83, yet in the elght years of their 


married life they had lived happily until 
a few weeks before the tragedy. 

‘Then there was a quarrel in which May- 
brick beat his wife, blackened her eyes and 
threatened to drive her from his home. A 
few days later he was stricken with an ill- 
ness that resulted in his death. 

Mrs. Maybrick was arrested—the quarrel 
had been overheard by the servants. That 
she had recently bought arsenic in various 
forms was proved; but when an autopsy 
was made on Maybrick’s body so small! a 
‘quantity of the poison was found that 
there were grave doubts as to whether it 
could have killed him. 

For it was known that he had been in 
the habit of taking arsenic as a medicine 
for a long time, an@ must have been able 
to stand a considerable quantity. This lat- 
ter fact, the fact that Maybrick was an 
habitual user of the drug, was hot allowed 
to be brought out fully at the trial, so 
that when Mrs. Maybrick was convicted of 
the murder there were universal protests 
against #@ court that would find a woman 
guilty on such unconvincing testimony. 

A new trial was refused, despite the ef- 
forts of Secretary of State Blaine to secure 
one. Nothing was done by the British 
government to show that it regretted its 

Mess except to commute the prison- 
ce.from death to life imprison- 


ment.’ And deepite the fact that there 
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has never been a moment since that day 
that some machinery has not been moving 
to rignt what has been generally conceded 
to have been a wrong against Mrs. May- 
brick, the British government has done 
nothing but turn a deaf ear and prate the 
inviolability of justice—and finally, to re 
lease her after 15 years in Aylesbury 
prison. 

And in all these dreary’ 15 years this 
woman, who, if she did commit the murder, 
Was never proved guilty, has never been 
allowed to press ner lips against her 
mother’s, has neverpefelt the handclasp of 
a human being. This, despite the fact that 
the judge who tried her case was shown 


to have probably been insane at the time of 
the conviction; despite the fact that Lord 
Chief Justice Russell, the most eminent of 
all English jurist, declared that she shouid 
not have been convicted on the testimony 
presented; this, despite the fact that the 
whole world has continuously cried out 
against what has.always ‘appeared to be 
one of the most flagrant miscarriages of 
just'ce in the history of courts of law. 
Has Always Denied Guilt. 

It is hard to imagine one's self In such a 
position as that of Mrs. Maybrick for the 
past 15 years. It must be remembered that 
she has always maintained that she was 
innocent of the crime for which they con- 
victed her. ,

I think it must be be- 
cause my belief has never died that one 
day, sooner or later, my innocence will be 
proved. I am willing to die when that 
time comes. I must live till then.” 

It was when Mrs. Ayen spoke of Mrs. 
Maybrick’s children that the first sign of 
real feeling was evinced in the pathetic 
little prisoner. 

“The blue eyes filled with big tears as 
she replied, ‘1 know nothing of them for 
the past seven years. During the first six 
years of imprisonrent the authorities al- 
lowed me to see pictures of them twice a 
year, and I was allowed to keep the photo- 
graphs in my cell for. 24 hours at a time! 
Now I may not even know how my own

Breakfast in the cells 
at 6, consisting of tea without milk or 
Sugar and dry bread. The solitary break- 
fast was caused, she explained, by the 
fact that some of the prisoners. were of 
very iow character, and the authorities did 
not think it good for the better class to 
mingie with them. 

Her work in the prison library was de- 
scribed, and she told how they had come 
to eve her such light work as repairing 
book 8S and keeping them in order.

“In another instant the door had closed 
and I found myself in the cold, stone cor- 
ridor, free to leave this house of misery. 
So ended Mrs. Ayer's visit to Mrs. May- 
brick, doubtless one of the brightest half 
hours in all the thirteen years that the 
American prisoner had spent behind the 
walls of Aylesbury. 

But Mrs. Ayer’s interest in Mrs. May- 
brick was not ended with her visit to 
London, and immediately wrote to rs. 
Maybrick’s mother, the Baroness de 
Roque, asking permission to call on her at 
Rouen, France, where she lived. 


A Visit to Mrs. Maybrick’s Mother. 
The permission was granted and Mrs. 
Ayer set out for France. Of the Baroness 
e Roque she said: 

“She was a iady of wealth and scarcely 
of middle age when her daughter—her only 
child—was arrested and agcused of the mur- 
der of her husband. From the luxury of an 
independent financial position this mother 
is today living in abject poverty, very nar- 
rowly removed from actual want, every 
dollar of her fortune, eve hour of her 
life during these thirteen hideous years be- 
ing been devoted to the fight for the free- 
dom of her unhappy child.” 

Mrs.* Ayes gave the mother words of 
cheer and e and ed from her with 
a blessing. he last words the baroness 
said to her departing visito? were: 

“My child is innocent. She was foolish, 
indiscreet, driven to one mad act of folly 
by a man who, to the grossest marital infi- 
delity added physical brutality. Has she 
not atoned for her single lapse by 13 years 
of hideous torture in an English jail?’ 

And today, less than two years since 
Mrs. Ayes’ visit to Aylesbury, Florence 
Maybrick is free, or practically free. They 
have a way of graduating freedom in 
England when one has been serving a long 
sentence. 

The prisoner is taken from the jail to a 
religious house of an English church and 
sisterhood not far from the scene of her 
imprisonment, there to stay under surveil- 
lance for a momth or two before being given 
entire freedom. They think, perhaps, and 
rightly, that the transition from a prison 
in which one is not allowed to kiss the — 
or touch the hand of a loved visitor to the 
fresh air of the outer world would be too 
much of a shock. 

But in July, the very month, 15 years 
later, in which she was arrested for a crime 
which few believe she committed, Florence 
Maybrick will go forth into the world once 
more, actually free. 


PHARAOH PALACE 
OUND AT THEBES 


Magnificeit Bath Rooms and Mural 
Paintings Among the Things 
Uncovered. 


(Copyright, 1904, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
GAIRO, Egypt, Feb. 6.—The Pharoh’'s 
palace lately dug out at Thebes, in Upper 
Egypt, lies on the left bank of the Nile 
and was erected by one of the rulers of 
the 18th dynasty. It is built square and is 
surrounded‘by a wall of moderate thickness 
broken at irregular intervals by doors. 
Inside the walls was a labyrinth of courts, 
halls of pillars, rooms and private cham- 
bers, ending in dead walls. It was about 
950 feet long and 700 wide. The walls are 
16 feet high and 4 feet thick, built of brick, 
many of the brick bearing the royal arms, 
The floor was of clay stamped hard as 


stone. 

On the walls the slime of the Nile was 
spread like plaster, and this was painted in 
the same manner as the graves and tem- 
ples. There were falcons with outstretched 
wings, wild geese in flight, wild ducks and 
other aquatic birds, all framed in with un- 
dulating lines. There were dancing women 
and grazing cattle swamp landscapes. 

The reception rooms consisted of two 
long halls raised on pillars. 

Numerous pong = rooms were discovered. 
The stones on which the persons bathing 
lay were still there after four thousand 
years, and the water ee from the Nile 
were in. places intact. rom the bathing 
rooms short passages led to reclining 
closets. 

The explorers are now hunting for kitch- 
ens and storerooms, also for. the King's 
private apartments.

A high wind approaching the velocity of 
a hurricane, but technically a gale, swept 
over 8t. Louls between midnight and 1 
ro'clock this morning. 

‘The wind began at 12:15 with a velocity of 
26 miles an hour. 

In five minutes it had reached 48 miles an 
hour and was increasing every second. 

In the mext three minutes it jumped to 60 
miles, it maximum velocity, which it main- 
tained for 15 minutes, and then gradually 
subsided to % miles. It blew through the 
rest of the night at about this speed. At 
1 o'clock the wind was accomp&nied by 
rain. 

While the gale was at its highest it 
wrought havoc among the signs and smoke- 
stacks throughout the city. Many signs 
were whirled clattering along the streets, 
and trees were blown down or big branches 
broken off. 

The large ‘brick smokestack on the Sub- 
urban Railway's Co.'s power house at De 


” Hodiampnt was blown down. 


It was stated by a representative of the 
Suburban Railway Co. that although sev- 
eral of the alternating feed wires had been 
broken by the fall of the smokestack the 
company's service would not be impaired 
as a result. 

Belated pedestrians who were hurrying to 
owl cars were caught unawares and almost 
evept off their feet before they could get 
to shelter. The wind swept gravel off the 
gravel roofs in clouds and it shot into their 
faces like ha § tones. 

The first crash of the wind awoke the 

city, and for the next five minutes the slam 
of the shutter as the house owner took pre- 
cautions to save his window panes could be 
heard along every street. 
Out in the-resident portion of the city 
the storm was felt even more severely than 
it was downtown. The great velocity of 
the wind made its warmth the more notice- 
able. the fact being freely commented upon 
by those who were caught. 


Wind Accompanied 

by Falling Temperature. 

The wind was’ accompanied by a falling 
temperature which reached 40 degrees by 
1 o'clock and was still -falling. It was 
heralded by a rising barometer which reg- 
istered 2.95. 

The weather bureau stated that St. Louis 
was at the time of the wind the center of 
a “low.” which was moving westward 
across the country. There were no reports 
of damage west of St. Louls.

Health Commissioner Became Deliri- 


ous During Fever Following 
a Chill. 


PNEUMONIA IS THREATENED 


Was in Best of Health at 2:30 Yes- 
terday Afternoon and in Crit- 
ical Condition at 4. 


Dr. John H. Simon, health commissioner 
of St. Louis, was stricken with an attack 
which threatens to develop into pneumo- 
nia while calling on some of his private 
patients yesterday afternoon. 

The chill, typical as a beginning of 
pneumonia, came on between 3:30 and 4 
o'clock. He reached his home at Sarah 
street and Manchester avenue, a few min- 
utes before 4, and complained of feeling 
chilly. Mrs. Simon telephoned at once for 
Dr. Funkhouser, the family physician; but 
before he could arrive the chill had de- 
veloped and passed. Fever followed at 
once and Dr. Simon was delirious. 

He remained in this condition until about 
§ o'clock, when he rallied somewhat and 
seemed slightly better. He was conscious, 
although his fever was still high. 

Dr. Funkhouser immediately notified Dr. 
Brown, superintendent of the City Hospital, 
of Dr. Simon's condition, and Dr. Ernst of 
the City Dispensary staff, was detailed to/. 
act with Dr. Funkhouser. Two men nurses 
from the City Hospital were also detailed 
to attend the patient during the night. 

A few minutes before 8 o'clock, Dr. Funk- 
houser left Dr. Simon's bedside, leaving 
Dr. Ernst in charge until his return. Dr. 
Ernst said at 10 o'clock that a complete 
diagnosis of the case would be impossible 
until this morning. 

“Dr. Simon has all the symptoms, how- 
ever, of being threatened with pneumonia,” 
said Dr. Ernst. “Sestdes the chill and fever 
he had difficulty in breathing and severe 
pains in the chest.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The political as- 
pects of the threatened war are not hard to 
understand. Japan is a crowded island em- 
pire. She desires to expand. The - nearest 
land is the Corean 
peninsula, which has 
a population of more 
than 10,000,000,, occu- 
pying 85,000 square 
miles of territory. 

The Coreans can 
‘not fight. 

Japan claims supe- 
rior rights in Corea, 
and it is well récog- 
nized that’she_ de- 
sires to eventually 
annex the peninsula. 
Should Japan lose 
Corea, she would 
lose her only. hope 
of getting on the 
mainland of .jAsia. 
with the dazzling 
prospect of sharing in some future division 
of China, or fofming an Asiatic league 
against Europe, dominated by her interests 
policies, 

Russia, having taken possession, of Man- 
churta, seeks ice-free ports in Corea. Ten 
years ago she forced Japan, thén in pos- 
session of the -Leaotong peninsula, 
includes Port Arthur, now the seat of the 
Russian viceroy, to retire to her islands. 

The Léhotone fietnsula had not only been 
conquered pe Japan, but had been ceded 
to her in thé treaty of peace signed at 
Shimonosaki by Li Hung Chang. But Rus- 
sia, backed by France and Germany, would 
not allow this part of the treaty to go 
into éffect. «Japan raved and roared, but 
she had to submit. Atid when her forces 
retired from the Leaotong peninsula, Rus- 
sia coolly took her place under oa treaty 
arranged with China, ran a branch of her 
Trans-Siberian railway to Port Arthur and 
sent her viceroy there to rule Manchuria. 

The mere mention of Port Arthur in 
possession of Russia is enough to set 
Japan in a rage. It is like talking about 
Germany in Alsace-Lorraine to a French- 
man. :

Should Japan acquite Corea, Russia 
would not only be shut out from her 
longed-for ice-free ports, but her winter 
home commerce and warships going east- 
ward from Port Arthur would have to 
pass through the Strait of Corea, with 
Japanese forts commanding both sides—an 
Asiatic strait of Gibraltar. Besides, she 
would “have to thé’ south of “Manchuria a 
restless, ambitious fighting neighbor. 

It will be seen that Russia must keep

While the land scene of the impending 
war must surely be Corea—the real object 
of Japanese ambition—it Is likely that the 
conflict will be®in by a battle on the sea.

ACQUITTAL CAME AFTER 
EIGHTEEN HOURS’ BALLOTING 


Juror Explained Verdict by Saying 
Boodlers Were Not Believed and 
That One Reputable Witness for 
State Would Have Altered Result. 


Thirty-five persons cheered 
Ed Butler, when he returned last 
night from Fuitton, Mo., where he 
was acquitted yesterday morning of the 
charge of bribing the House of Delegates’ 
combine in the city lighting deal. Two mem- 
bers of the present House of Delegates and 
a police lieutenant in uniform were the 
only persons who entered the gates at 
Union Station to greet Butler as he stepped 
from the car at 8:30 o’clock. They were 
Delegates John R. McCarthy and Fred 
Wiedmer and Lieut. Thomas Walsh. Mc- 
Carthy is superintnedent of Butler's 
Excelsior Hauling Co. 

Butler and his party had left a front car, 
and had walked some distance before the 
trio reached them. Justices “Jim’’ Cronin 
and “Bobby” Carroll, with a half dozen 
lesser lights, were in the lead, escorting 
Mrs. Butler and carrying numerous grips 
and baskets. 

Delegate McCarthy grasped Cronin’s 
hand, and Justice Carroll gave a typical 
yell. Cronin grinned under a big fur cap, 
but said nothing. 

McCarthy, Wiedmer and Ldeut. Walsh 
hurried on to find Butler. He was welking 
slowly with his sons, Ed and Jim, on either 
side. The delegates and the police officer 
crowded around, shaking hands with him.

He offered 
his hand, but before Mr. Davis could take 
it the general threw his arms around the 
emaciated prisoner and burst into tears, 
with which several of us mingled ours, The 
two weleome guests remained to dine with 
us in the casemate. Furniture was la- 
mentably scarce, and some deal boxes were 
brought in to serve as seats. A chair was 
offered to Gen. Gordon, but he sat on a 
box. As he surveyed the board he said, 
ayly: 
Se What would we-have said to such a 
dinner as this a year ago, with coffee, real 
coffee, after it. We could have enjoyed it 
standing.”’ 

During the dinner th® conduct of nearly 
all of our great battles was reviewed, and 
fat the end of it Gen. Gordon gave the 
toast’ ‘Davis and Lee, the complement of 
each other.”’ 

To his splendid courage, gallant achieve- 
ments and unfaltering egy to our 
cause and people the world has rne ad- 
‘miring testimony, But I have seen no spe- 
cial notice of Gen. Gordon’s sympathetic 
temperament and affectionate regard for his 
friends, which were among his most attrac- 
tive attributes. He exhibited these quali- 
ties to us in a notable manner. 


Error He Sought to Cure. 


A few weeks before his death the press 
all over the country rang with some ex- 
tracts from his spirited ‘“‘Reminiscences of 
the Civil War.’’ These extracts were in- 
terpreted to contain severe strictures upon 
Mr. Davis. Our only living child, Mrs. J, 
A. Hayes, and I were-deeply wounded, and 
she wrote to Gen. Gordon savage | him if 
the newspapers had put the true interpre- 
tation upon the sentences they quoted. He 
answered her thus: 

Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 14, 1908. 
My Dear Mrs. Hayes: 

I do not wonder that your mother and urself 
have been shocked by the impression made upon 
you by the newspaper articles to which you refer. 
In the few moments I have between trains—I am 
passing through the city—the shortest and only 
way I can make any proper answer to your iet- 
ter is to ask my daughter to make a cOpy vf one 
I have just yenued to our friend, Judge Reagan.

The letter to Judge Reagan to which 
Gen. Gordon referred explained that a 
typographical error had caused a misun- 
derstanding and changed the meaning of 
the conversation which occurred between 


himself and Gen. Lee, and which he re-, 


lated in his book. He wrote to Judge Rea- 
gan that Gen Lee's hesitation “was not 
as to giving information in regard to all 
matters relating to the army and its oper- 
ationa but that Lee hesitated to advise the 
civil authorities as to their duties in the 
trying exigencies of our situation.” 


Were in Fullest Accord. 


“I ghail correct that accidental or typo- 
graphical error as to date in subsequent 
editions to my book,’’ Gen. Gordon wrote, 
and he added ‘‘There were the most com- 
plete cordiality and fullest conferences be- 
tween President Davis and Gen. Lee as to 
all military movements and conditions,” 

Unfortunately, Gen. Gordon did not live 
to make the correction in the mext edition 
of his book, which was even then going 
through the press. But amid the agonizimg 
‘pains which preceded his dissolution he re- 
membered that he had unwitting.y wounded 
the friends who trusted in and loved him. 
In his last hours he charged his daughter, 
who had been his able assistant in the 
preparation of his book and who under- 
sto the case, to see that the correction 
was ade. 

Theh our great general, brilliant orator 
and devoted patriot, undismayed, fought 
his last desperate battle with. death and 
gained eternal life. which is prom'sed to 
God's faithful servaints who have depart- 
ed this life in his fear and favor.”

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GOOD ROADS BY FEDERAL AID. 

A bill has been introduced in Congress known as the 
Brownlow bill, appropriating $24,000,000 for national aid 
for road building. . 

It creates a bureau of public roads to be in the depart- 
ment of agriculture: “The general policy of such bureau 
shall be to bring about, so far as may be, a uniform sys- 
tem of taxation for road purposes, and a uniform method 
of road construction, repair and maintenance, throughout 
the United States, and to co-operate with any state or 
civil subdivision thereof in the actual construction of per- 
manent highways.” 

The money is to be alloted the states in proportion to 
population, provided that no state shall receive less than 
$250,000. 

The director of the bureau will receive applications from 
the states and supervise the work of construction within 
limits prescribed. 

This is a first attempt to answer a need now universally 
acknowledged. Many old questions are revived by this 
bill and new ones will no doubt be raised. But the interest 
shown in the subject is evidence that the public mind

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In the light of the evidence, the verdict in the Butler 
bribery case is astonishing to plain people who are not 
acquainted with the intricacies of law or politics. It cer- 
tainly astounds the people of St. Louis who are familiar 
with conditions here and the facts of corruption. It at 
least illustrates the difficulty of obtaining convictions for 
bribery upon the character of testimony which must be re- 
lied on by the prosecution. But the verdict merely em- 
phasizes the great issue now before the people of Missouri 
—the issue of honest government in all its branches and of 
the destruction of the political power of those elements 
in the Democratic organization which work for corruption 
and the betrayal of the people. This issue must be fought 
to a finish in both the city and the state, 
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STONE AND PHELPS. 

Col. Wm. H. Phelpa, the chief lobbyist of the railroad 
interests in this state, says that if Senator Stone is to be 
chosen as one of the Democratic party’s delegates at large 
to the national convention he will insist that he be sent 
to the convention with him.

Phelps does not concoct sham 
health societies to cover his lobbying; he does not ®ide 
the shells. Hypocrisy is not one of his faults. 

Moreover, if Senator Stone is fit to help in constructing 


| the Democratic platform and in choosing the candidates 


of the party he is fit to direct the campaign as chairman 
of the national committee. A Democratic campaign against 
trust domination run by a man who helps the trusts to get 
monopoly legislation and to get contracts for trusts would 
be an enlivening spectacle. '

After he has paid, or been smitten by the 
barber’s cashier for non-payment of dues, 
he sometimes tells a policeman and the 
barber ts arrested and placed in the ton- 
sorialitis quarantine in the Four Courts 
until he pays Dr. Judge Tracy of the City 
Hall Police Court for his prescription, ac- 
cording to the offense. 

It is a joyous occasion to any American 
citizen who has given up $9.15 for trim- 
mings he had no use for to see the man 
the money trimmed by Dr. 
Tracey of the sum of $9.15, and $40.85 on the 
side. Of course, he does not get his $9.15 
back, but it makes him feel good just the 
same.

Inexperienced journeyers are sometimes 
of the opinion that they will not be per- 
mitted to ride uptown on the street cars 
until they have had a shave and a hair 
cut.

Hiadsman Deibler Doesn’t Know 
Where He Can Put It to Cut 


Spino’s Head Off. 


PARIS, Feb. 6.—Deibler. the Paris heads- 
man, is passing sleepless nights trying to 


arrange for the soming “::romenade de la 
Veuve (widow)” as the Parisians faceti- 
ciously speak of putting the guillotine in 
operation. 

Francois Spino has just been sentenced 
to death but the ouestion is. where can 
the guillotine be erected? 

The last beheading was that of Peumenez 
at La Roquette, but since that prison has 
been torn down the residents of that quar- 
ter have made such vigorous protests 
against the riotous scenes attending an exe- 
cution of the death sentence that the four 
corner stones on which the guillotine was 
put up have been removed. 

Capital punishment in France is public 
and crowds pass the night before holding 
points of vantage. Sometimes they dance 
and sing madly about the scaffold during 
the execution. 

Every quarter of Paris is equally opposed 
to having the guillotine and Deibler would 
hardly dare erect it in the Place de la 
Concorde. He hopes President Loubet will 
commute the condemned man's sentence 
as he has allowed no one to be put to death 
since he became president.

“My advice is that no human being ever 
suffer himself to be hypnotized except by

HAWLEY OUT WITH ROOSEVELT 


A Number of the Texas Leader’s Rec- 
ommendations Turned Down.

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‘Attempt to Exclude Colored Boys and 
Girls From Berea College Stirs Up 
a Warm Strife in the Legislature. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 6.—Representa- 
tive Carl Day of Breathitt County, the 
seat of the recent feud, has introduced a 
bill in the legislature which makes it a 
felony for a white child to attend a school 
fn which negroes are taught, or a colored 
child to attend a school in which white 
children are taught. 
The bill was innocent looking, and no at- 
tention was paid to it until it reached the 
committee, and it was developed that the 
measure was aimed at the actual social 
equality conditions being practiced in the 
state of Kentucky in Berea College, an in- 
stitution with an endowment of $500,000. 
The officers and president of the Berea 
College appeared in person before the com- 
mittee and the discussion developed the 
greatest sensation that has been brought 
out in committee during the present s¢s- 


Berea College was established 48 years 
ago, and is located in Madison County 
among one of the richest and proudest sec- 
tions of the state, in the heart of the blue 

grass region. The institution has been 
visited by Mias Helen Gould, who has lent 
aid to tha school, and which has fine 
buildings and equipment 

The discussion of the bill before the com- 
mittee took a wide range, legal and social.

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Chesney, Representative Day, Hon. E. E 
Barton and James M. Early, a merchant 
of the town of Berea, in which the school 
is situated, appeared for the measure and 
President Frost of Berea College and Sen- 
ators C. F. Burnam and Guy W. Malon of 
Cincinnati, trustees of the institution, op- 
dosed the bill. 
The president of the school placed be- 
fore the committee a report in which it 
wag\ stated “race prejudice melts in the 
atmosphere of Berea College” and ‘‘main- 
tains in Kentucky the standard of (social) 
equality recognized by the civilized world.” 
It was held that in classrooms, dormi- 
tories, dining room, on the campus and 


in athletic sports, the races meet on an 
equality. 


The argument against the measure was 
based on the matter of property rights, 
on the withdrawal of the half million of 
endowment by northern and eastern peo- 
ple, and by the threat to remove the 
school north of the Ohio river, or over 
the line into West Virginia. 
This was met by Mr. McChesney by the 
production of the articles of. incorpora- 
tion or charter of the institution, showing 
that the word “negro” or ‘‘coeducation” 


does not appear therein, or that such a 
bill as offered could not and would not 
destroy the college or its usefulness. He 
called the attention of the committee to 
section 187 of the constitution ana to «ec- 
tions 2096 and 4428 of the Kentucky astat- 
utes, as prohibiting coeducattion of the 
races and said that the bill which makes 
such an association in the schoolroom 
& misdemeanor was but intended to make 
the constitutional inhibition by providing 
penalties. 
Mr. Early told the committee that 
nine-tenths of the people of that section 
of the state favored the excluding of 
the negro from the school. He showed 
that the attendance was about one negro 
for every five white pupils, and that 
until within two years ago they were 
negered to eat at the same table. 

e said that at every social affair at 
the school the negro pupils touched el- 
bows with the white boys and girls: that 
social recognition was not compulsory, 
but was encouraged by the faculty, who 
gave equal recognition to white and 
colored. ~~: 

He said that the private secretary of 
the president, a white woman, had a 
known to embrace and kiss on the cheek 
negro female scholars, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Marly's state- 

ment Rev. J. W. Oliver, the only minis- 
ter of the gospel who is a member of 
the lower house, who was present to 
hear the discussion, urged the committee 
to report on the bill favorably and close 
the discussion. 
Mr. Day spoke briefly for his bill. He 
said that fn his opinion the preservation 
of the integrity and honor of the future 
generations of the South depended on 
the strict demarkation of the color line 
in a social way, and that education was 
secured at Berea College only by a loss 
of honor to the white child. 

He commended the school of Booker 
Washington as pursuing the proper course 
in educating the negro separate from the 
white children of the South. 
Judge D. B. Redwine indorsed Mr. Day’s 
statement, and carried out the argument 
which he suggested. 
The chief argument of President Frost, 
Senator Burnam and Mr. Malon was that 
Berea school stands on the same footing 
as to the admission of negro pupils as do 
Yale, Harvard, Johns Honkins and other 
great institutions of learning in the North 
and East, that the passage of the Day bill 
would be to deprive the school and its 
trustees of property rights, as tts money 
endowment was dedicated to the education 
of both races, and that the endowment 
would require the removal of the college 
from Kentucky and the loss to it of the 
$300,000 of property it now holds in Madi- 
son County. 
Senator Burnam declared that in the 
event of the passage of the bill its con- 
stitutionality would be tested in the Unit- 
ed States district courts.

Mrs. Edward Everett as Miss Georgia 
Hinman was a modest, pretty girl of 15, 
unknown to Boston society. Her father 
kept a boarding house on Mount Vernon 
strect. 

Miss Hinman being clever as well as 
beautiful, with dark, trustful eyes, a 
wealth of brown hair and a pleasing fic- 
ure, was naturally a favorite among her 
acquaintances. ; 

At the age of 16 came her first misadvent- 
ure. 

She went to a party at Providence, R. I., 
a picnic party, with a man named William 
G. Morrison. At the pli¢nic the proposal 
was made that they have a mock marriage, 
and Miss Hinman, because she was the 
prettiest girl in the party, was pushed 
forward to play the bride in the silly game. 
William G. Morrison was the bridegroom, 
and another member of the party per- 
formed the ceremony. 

The girl came home from the pdrty and 
thought no more of the make-believe mar- 
riage until Morrison came to her home a 
few weeks later and told Miss Hinman that 
he had prepared a home for her. Shé was 
horrified when she realized that the man 
was In earnest. 

“It was the merest joke,” she told him. 

“But you are my wife, none the less,’ 
answered Morrison. “You stood up with 
me, and said, ‘I take you to be my hus- 
band,’ ”’ 

She put him off for the time and turned 
to yer parents for advice.

“If you were so foolish to say you would 
marry him,’ said the father, ‘‘you would 
better keep your promise. 

The girl wept, but her father had his 
own ideas of the sanctity of the words of 
the marriage vows. 


“And you like me,”’ said Morrison. “You 
have been accepting my attentions, and 
you knew I should ask you to marry me. 
It’s only avoiding the necessity of going 
through all the formality.’ 


The end of it was that Miss Hinman, at 
the instance of her parents, did go with 
Morrison, and lived with him as his wife. 
Morrison, she testified later, abused her un- 
til she could bear it no longer, and she 
left him, going home to her parents again. 

A year after she returned home she met 
her fate In the person of Edward Everett. 
Although again known as Miss Hinman, she 
did not care to cultivate a friendship under 
false pretenses. Therefore she acknow!- 
edged that in a way she was a married 
woman, and when young Everett became 
serious she confided the whole story to him. 

Being infatuated with the beautiful gir! 
Everett looked up the facts in the case. 

He then proposed marriage to her him- 
self, and when she hesitated offered to: have 
the mock marriage formaHy annulled. He 
even prepared the papers for a suit for an- 
nulment tn Rhode Island. Whether the 
thought of treachery to this girl occurred 
to him at that time or not, only Edward 
Everett can say. 


At any rate, he told Miss Hinman to get 
from Morrison a signed statement that the 
Morrison marriage was a mock ceremony, 
and also the certificate which Morrison 
had used as a club to make Miss Hinman 
live with him. These were procured under 
a threat of criminal proceedings to Morrison 
in a lawyer's letter from Everett. Once 
secured, Edward Everett told Miss Hin- 
man that the Morrison episode was cleared 
up, and the Rhode Island action need not 
go on. 

This being accomplished, Miss Hinman 
and Mr. Everett ran away to Brooklyn and 
were married by y Justice Cc ourtney. 
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ULIUS STPRN, for more than 25 years 
has been totally blind, but he has ap- 
parently defied every precedent laid 

down for biind men. He has made a suc- 
cess of life, Hb agwerts, not in epite of his 
blindness. but because of the affliction. 

The loss of sight has enabled him te ac- 
complish things which, under ordinary con- 
ditions, he would have shirked. Depriva- 
tion of his most valuable sense has caused 
him to concentrate his powers on the other 
senses and to cultivate them so assiduously 
that an exhibition of his talents makes him 
appear almost abnormal. 


Tt fs not every day that you can find a 
blind man who can execute the most mar- 
vellous “bank” and “cushion” shots on a 
regular Dilllard table, hitting the ball ev- 
ery time ané accomplishing the scores with 
as much regularity as the nhl eats bil- 
liard player. 

Tt is not every day that you wll find a 
biind man who can pirouette on ice skatcs 
and make his way over a frozen lake alone 
with apparent ease. 

It ie not often that a blind man can be 
put in a room with which he ig not fami! ar 
and make his way about, avoiding obstacles 
and moving about with an at-home manner. 
Few Blind men could start out from home 
and wnescorted go to any part of New 
York City. These and many more wonder- 
ful accomplishments belong to Julius Stern. 

i¢ ie not his desire, however, to pose as a 
man out of the ordinary. His neighbors 
will vell you that he is the most energet'c 
and hard-working man tn the community. 
lie is home-loving. He has a famiiy of a 
wife and three children, and his home, a 
hut of Iim'ted proportions at No, 64 Colum- 
bus avenue, is a most interesting place. It 
is here that Stern gives his friends an ex- 
hibition more absorbing than any of the 
epectacular things, such as skating on ice 
among a crowd or playing billiards. 

He domonstrates there how @ biind man 
main make a living and be a useful, pro- 
fductivé member of society. 

‘Before Stern was first stricken in he 
was an athlete, known to many of th? old 
timers. Few of them learned why he so 
suddenly disappeared from his old haunts.

ITH two of the six judges who 
sent her to state prison for life 
firmly convinced that she ts Inno- 

cent, pretty, baby-faced Sarah Kuhn is 
fighting for her freedom before the lowa 
legislature. 

Twice she was declared guilty by the dis- 
trict court: once the supreme court granted 
her a new trial; once it affirmed the judg- 
ment of the lower court, but with oppoe- 
ing opinions In which the court divided and 
severely attacked itself; now, after three 
years’ imprisonment and but 22 years of 


age, the girl is petitioning the iezisiature ——— 


to set her free. | 

Mrs. Kuhn was convicted entirely on cir- 
cumstantial evidence, and the most learned 
and profound of the judges who tried her 
are clearly of the opinion she is suffering 
for the crime of another. When her case 
was taken before the supreme court the 
second time four of the six judges affirmed 
the lower court's verdict of guilty. Chief 
Justice Weaver and Associate Justice 
Deemer, conecded to be the strongest 
judges on the bench, handed down dissent- 
ing opinions, denouncing the verdict as un- 
just, unlawful and one to be promptly set 
aside, declaring they had no doubt of the 
girl's innocence, and her conviction was the 
greatest legal injustice in Iowa, 

Despite that opinion Sarah Kuhn ia stil 
in the penitentiaty at Anamosa, with her 
only thope the pardoning power of the legis- 
lature, tO which she has petitioned. 

Ecrly in 1900 Sarah Kuhn was married to 
a pan more than twice her age, & man

CHAPTER IV. 
The Long Fight and the Victory. 


With the disappearance of her husband 
Mrs. Everett reopened the fight for her 
rights.

Then her case passed to William H. Van 
Steenberg! of 10 Wall street.

The discoveries made, both in Baby- 
Jon and in Egypt, are of the greatest 
interest and importance. They are of 
such importance that the decipherment 

and interpretation of ancient records 
unearthed by explorers and excavators 
has become a distinct science. We have 
Egyptology and As%yriology, which 
are sciences growing out of and per- 
taining to these. discoveries, and 
Egyptologists and Assyriologists who

I am not prepared to express an 
opinion in reference to the importance 
of the newest ‘‘Sayings of Jesus,’’ 
brought to light by Dr. Grenfell. They 
must first pass under the judgment of 
the experts and their genuineness 
must be attested by them.

His, the most remarkable of the new 
“Sayings of Jesus,” wnearthed at Ox- 
vrhavn, on the site of which now stands 

‘the sordid Arab village of Behnesch, is accept- 
‘od by Dr. H. P. Grenfell, who has the direc- 
‘tion of the excavations, as a divine injunction 
to persevere in his work. 


These excavations are carried on upder the 
auspices of the Egypt Exploration Fund, and 
six years ago had already resulted in revealing 
the first series of “logia,” or sayings of Jesus, 
which, written on papyri, have breught us near 
er to the actual period at which Christ lived 
than any of the recorded canonical yospels. 

To the untutored eye its dim, blurred and 
broken lines may well seem illegible. But Drs. 
Grenfell and Hunt were not long in finding a 
kev to the enigmas and that key consisted of 
the word “karphos,” which is° “mote.” The 
word occurs in one of the best known passages 
of the New Testament. With this assistance Dr. 
Hunt deciphered the papyrus writing as “And 
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First Authentic Account of the Recent Remark- 
able Discoveries of Ancient Documents in 
Egypt Which Bring Us Nearer to the 
Times of Christ Even Than the Bible.

These sayings are all in uteial or capital let- 
ters, which renders their decipherment less diffi- 
cult than it otherwise might be. 

These words were not found in any gospel, 
nor was the third logion, which was as follows: 

“Jesus saith, I stood in the midst of the 
world and in the flesh I was seen of them, and 
T found all men drunken and none found I 
athirst among them, and my soul grieveth over 
the sons of man, because they are blind in their 
heart and see not, poor and know not their 
poverty,’ ” 

There is a controversy as whether this was 
uttered before the death or after the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, and the professor of exegesis at 
Oxford, Dr. Lock. suggests as a. solution that 
the words might have been used by the Master 
“in the intimate circle of his followers.” 

Expert opinions differ as to the time at which 
these savings were written. Dr. Grenfell and 
Dr. Hunt put the latest possible date at 140 
A. D.; the earliest might be before the close 
of the first century. These dates are highly 
significant. For a generation after Christ no 
jmportant attempt was made commit to 
writing anv record of His life and savings. The 
iirst written portions of the New Testament, 
the Epistle of Paul, fall between 53 and 63 A. D. 
When the four gospels were written is uncer- 
tuin. The first three probably between 60 and 
70 A. D. and the fourth toward the end of the 
century, Justin Martyr, who perished under 
Mareus Aurelius, 165 A. D., wrote of “Memoirs 
of the Apostles, which are called Gospels.” 
Neither he nor, Ignatius, whose life was contem- 
porary with the later years of the Apostle 
Jol, ever quoted the gospels by name. Papius, 
who is supposed to have suffered martyrdom in 
i3 A. D.. writes that Maithew wrote the logia

In brief, the fact 
is, as a recent writer has said, that “almost 
nothing is known of the period between the 
Apostles and the great teachers at the end of 
the second century.” 


To that very period these logia belong. 


Dr. Grenfell himself thus describes this won- 
Cerful result of his researches: 


*Lhe first of these finds consists of part of a 
collectiQns of sayings of Jesus, similar in style 
to the Qo-called logia discovered in 1897. As in 
that papyrus the separate sayings are intro- 
duced by the words ‘Jesus saith,’ and are for 
the most part new, though one of the uncanoni- 
cal sayings is in part known to have occurred 
in the Gospel according to the Hebrews. The 
new sayings are not so well preserved as the 
previous ones, the ends of lines being lost 
throughout, They have, however, this advan- 
tage, that the introduction to the collection is 
given, stating that they are the saying (logia) 
which Jesus spoke to Thomas and perhaps 
another disciple. The first saying is that one 
of which part is already known to have oc- 
curred in the Gospel according to the Hebrews, 
and it is one of the most remarkable of the 
uneanonical sayings ascribed to our Lord. It 
is as follows: ‘Let not him that seeketh cease 
from his search until he find, and when he 
finds he shall wonder; wondering he shall reach 
the kingdom (i. e., the kingdom of. heaven), 
and when he reaches the kingdom he shall have 
rest. The kingdom of heaven is also the sub- 
ject of the second saying, which is much the 
longest and most important. The kernel of 
it is that more remarkable and _ profoundly 
mystical saying recorded. by St. Luke alone of 
the Evangelists: ‘The kingdom of God is within 
vou. but the saying in the papyrus appears in 
quite different surrounding from those attrib- 
uted to it from St. Luke and extended far into 
another region. ,

parallels in St. Luke; and, secondly, part of a 
conversation between Christ and His Disciples. 
This presents a striking resemblance to a well- 
known story recorded both in the Gospel ao 
cording to the Egyptians and in the uneanonical 
Gospel used side by side with the canonical 
Gospels by the author of the Second Epistle of 
Clement, a Christian homily written about the 
middle of the second century. It consists of an 
answer to a question, which was put in the 
Gospel, according to the Egyptians, into the 
mouth of Salome, in the Gospel quoted by Clem- 
ent into that of some one unnamed, and in the 
papyrus into the mouth of the Disciples, 


“The question with some varieties of form 
between the three was this: ‘Whea will 
Christ’s kimgdom be realized? The answer as 
recorded in the Gospel according to the Egyp- 
tians is, “When ye shall trample on the gar 
ment of shame, when the two shall be ome, and 
the male as the female, neither male nor fe 
male.’ From this the papyrus differs some 
what, and incidentally shows that the interpre 
tation which is generally given to ‘when ye 
shall trample on the garments of shame’ is i= 
correct. This has usually been considered to be 
equivalent to ‘when ye shall put off the body’ 
—i. e, ‘when ye die;’ but the papyrus shews 
that the real point lies in the mystica] allusion 
to the third chapter of Genesis, and that the 
phrase meant ‘when ye returm to the state of 
innocence which existed before the fall’ being 
thus closely parallel to the following dause, 
‘when the two shall be one.’” 

Dr. Grenfell has now returned to Cairo, where 
he has been interviewed, and in reply to the 
question whether he had any hope of supple- 
menting his great discoveries by unearthing a 
portrait of the Saviour, he replied: 

'“T am satisfied that there is very lttle 
chance of such an important find, as all the 
remnants of early Christianity so far unearthed 
in the district do not go back beyond A, D. 200,

The following is Father Spalding’s paper: 


Soto stood upon the banks of the great 
river of the New World 100 years ‘befor 
Marquetle was born? Is the title *‘aiscov- 
erer”’ a misnomer when applied to the 
Jesuit missionary? Should not the sculptor 
have carved the word ‘‘explorer’’ on the 
pedestal of the etatue in the capitol? 

‘In an oration delivered at Mackinac Aug 
1, 1900, Gen. J. C. Black spoke of Iather 
Marquette as follows: 

‘“**Pere Marquette was not in the strict 
sense a discoverer; nearly a quarter of a 
century before he saw the Mississippi De 
Soto, the dauntless Spaniard, was buried in 
its vast tide; later on Moscoso had crossed 
and recrossed it, and the courts of Europe 
were familiar with the story of the great 
river; many men had told Marquette of its 
upper channel, and from their accounts he 
had prepared the map which bears his 
name before he stood upon its banks. But 
he was a dauntless explorer, a thoughtfu! 
observer and a faithful chronicler; primus 
interpares, he is in the front rank with 
Polo and Livingstone and Stanley; he was 
in the race of civilization; leader in the 
ways where multitudes have followed; 
where he walked brushing the dews from 
the wild grasses with his sandaled feet and 
hearing only the sound of solitude, railways 
and canals bear busy myriads in their 
rushing ways. Nor in his great journey 


was he ever chief, for Joliet was his supe- 
rior, and he his assistant and follower.’ 

“True, De Soto and Moscoso stood 
the bank of the great ricver of the New 
World a century before Marquette launched 
his boat upon its waters; but th's does not 
prove that the latter was not a discoverey. 
Lief and Thorfinn and Thorvald visited the 
North Amerkcan continent, cut timber, built 
huts and attempted colonization; yet we do 
not call them the discoverers of America. 
A discoverer is not the one who simply 
visits a strange land, who touches an wn- 
known coast, who crosses a stream which 
no human eye has seen before; he is one 
whose work results in something perma- 
nent, who adds something to the knowledge 
of the people calling him a discoverer, 
whether this knowledge be historical, g¢o- 
eraphical or ethnical. 

“ ‘There is not a race of Asia, Masiern— 
Siberian, Tartar, Chinese, Japanese, Malay 
with the Polynesians—which has not been 
claimed as discoverers, intending or acci- 
dental, of American shores, or as progen!- 
tors, more or less perfect or remote, of 
American peoples; and there is no good 
reason why any one of them may not have 
done all that is claimed.’ (Winsor’s Nar. 
and Cri. His., Vol. I, page 59.) Yet we do 
not call any one of the nations the discov- 
erers of America. 


Before beginning his voyage of dis- 
covery, Marquette collected all the informa- 
tion he could fn regard to the great river 
which he hoped to find. He did not under- 
take the task blindly, as La Salle had done, 
in seeking a northern passage; and it was 
just this careful preparation that crowned 
his work with success. But it will be no- 
ticed that the missionary derived none of 
his knowledge from the former discoveries 
of De Soto. That knowledge, whatever, had 
been its extent, had long since vanished 
from the minds of men then lIiving.

“The cartographical knowledge which he 
was enabled to accumulate before his own 
explorations, far from detracting from his 
right to the honors of a discoverer, only 
increases our admiration for the intrepid 
missionary. Nor was this information as 
accurate as some writers would have us 
believe, and the map which we have from 
the hand of Father Marquette could not 
possibly have been drawn before the voy- 
age down the Mississippi. Examine the 
photographic facsimile of the map in the 
fifty-ninth volume of the ‘‘Relations’” and 
you will see at a glance that the original 
evuld not have been prepared by anyones 
who had not gone over the whole ground. 


“It seems ungrateful to deny to the bold 
Bpanish adventurer the honors which his 
explorations and discoveries would at first 
sight seemed to claim for him. He had all 
the qualities of a great captain; he was 
shrewd, daring, prudent, of an amiable and 
winning disposition, yet stern and inilex!- 
ble when duty demanded; could human 
foresight provide for the difficulties of his 
task he would have succeeded. But alas! 
he knew not the obstacles before him, the 
impervious forest, the lurking foe, the mi- 
asm'c swamp, the fatal fever; ona by one 
he saw his proud and gallant army dwindle 
away, until at last he died on the banks 
of the great river of the new world. Had 
De Soto survived his expedition his Indom- 
itable cnergy would no doubt have made 
known to the people of Spain the import- 
ance of his discovery; that his work pro- 
duced no lasting results was not his fault; 
that these lasting results were not pro- 
duced and that the Mississippi was for- 
gotten no one can deny. 

“The man who discovered it was Pere 
Marquette; or to speak more accurately, 
it was Marquette and Jollet. To the m’'s- 
sions along the inland seas of Quebec, to 
France, the news was heralded. La Salle 
followed in the wake of the discoverers and 
pianted the fleur-de-lis on the shore of the 
Gulf of Mexico. Hennepin ascended the 
river to the Falls of St. Anthony. Allouez 
hastened to carry the good tidings of the 
gospel to the tribes who lived along its 
banks, The trader and the trapper pene- 
trated farther and farther into the cont!- 
nent; from this on there is en unbroken 
line of progress. Marquette oot only dis- 
covered the great river, but he gave to Ev- 
rope ethical, histerica] and geographical 
knowledge hitherto unknown; he pointed 
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out the large tributaries which poured 
thelr volume of water Into the Mississipp! 
basin, thus connecting the interior with 
the Gulf of Mexico; he solved the problem 
of reaching the Pacific by the Missouri, and 
the reute which he indicated was followed 
when the tide of emigration set in.
